this  'Province  has  a  respoaslbility 
above  and  beyond  that  of  personal 
oversight  in  the  case  of  thoa^  who 
buy  Crown  land.  How  aMMh  BM^re 
good  than  now  results  coUld  be  ac- 
complished by  a  policy  such  as 
obtains  in  Ontario  and  some  other 
parts  of  the  Dominion  through  which 
there  (a  'a  definite  governmental  in- 
terest tdken  in  settlers  until  such 
time  as  they  establish  themselves 
and  make  their  ventures  a  success. 
Our  policy  in  British  Columbia  is 
altogether  too  hap-hatard.    It  lacks 

tba  personal  i  nii  h  wlii- h  means  so 
much  to  strangers  in  a  strange  land. 
If  we  are  to  hvre  a  tocceeeful  immi- 
gration pslii-y  our  methods  must  be 
altered,  and  we  spefk  in  this  respect 
with  the  knowledge  of  whist  some 
immigrants  have  had  to  gr.  throufih 
on  their  arrival  here.  So  far  as  we 
know,  our  Government  has  never 
made  sufficient  effort  to  acquire  the 
personal  touch  with  immigrants,  al 
tboui^h  it  must  know  ^hat  the  most 
auccctaftfl  publicity  agents  the  i>rov- 
iti(  r  can  have  Sre  thosp  iirwromers 
whu,  through  sympathetic  assisUnce, 
find  ftieb>  niche  ia  the  scheou  of 

ievrlojiment. 

VV'a  #ay  to  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment that  it  is  time  it  revised  its 

immigration  policy.  It  needs  to  ac- 
quire the  faculty  for  the  personal 
toach  with  immigrants  asd  the  right 

men  and  women,  tO  aCt  as  the 
mediums.  There  is  a  seed,  and  an 
itrgast  one,  for  this  khnd  of  paternal- 
Ism  whtra  atrangers  to  the  (ountry 
are  concerned.  The  lack  of  the  sym- 
pathetic touch  has  been  brought  to 
oqr  attention  by  recent  arrivals,  and 
the  worst  of  it  all  is  that  those  ar- 
rivals, perhaps  because  they  were 
not  looked  after  on  reaching  the 
Province,  have  gone  on  their  way 
across  the  border  and  are  now  set- 
tled Itt  (he  United  Slates.  We  need 
to  encourage  the  spirit  of  welrnme. 
officially  and  otherwise.  It  is  a 
Spirit  that  pays  in  the  development 

of  the  Province.  It  it  the  concern  of 
ererjrone  to  bring  about  immigration 
of  the  right  hind,  and,  in  the  pur- 
seance  of  this  policy  in  the  most 
svcctssfid  way,  the  path  of  settlers 
In  these  latter  days  must  be  cleared 
of  its  difficulties  as  mch  aa  ia  coo- 
ccivahly  possible.

Ko  one  appears  sanguine  enough 
to  prophecy  that  aay  party  will  be 
given  a  majority  sufficient  to  carry 
on  government  as  a  result  of  the  On 
tario  election.  As  the  campaign  is 
proeedinf  the  outlook  becomes  all 
the  more  perplexing.  Ontario  takes 
its  politics  very  seriously  and  cannot 
have  enough  of  them,  ao  that  it  is 

difficult  in  the  Provincial  election 
to  know  what,  if  anything,  is  the 
main  iasue  <^  the  campaign  as  there 

are    so    many    subjects   touched  on 
with  what  almost  appears  desperate 
earnestness.    From  the  standpoint 
thoi.  le   Ontario  the  issue 

would  seem  to  be  the  record  of  the 
Drury  Government  and  the  political 
success  achieved  through  its  coalition 
with  the  Labor  Party.  Just  as  in 
all  Provinces  where  Prohibition  is  in 
force,  the  method  of  Its  enforcement 
cannot  fail  to  be  an  issue,  but  this 
has  been  dragged  in  by  the  heels  in 
Ontario,  for  there  ia  no  present 
plebiscite  on  the  subjen.  and  until 
there  is  the  existing  legislation  can- 
not be  chaagod. 

The  first  Farmers'  Government  in 
Canada  is  on  trial,  after  completing 
a  term  of  office.  This  m  the  chief 
fact  emerging  in  the  election.  It  it 
the  point  of  widest  interest  to  the 
people  as  a  whole.  Farmers  as 
political  administrators  have  been 
weighed  in  the  balance  and  the  result 
In  Ontario,  whatever  it  is,  will  in- 
dubitably make  its  influence  felt 
elsewhere,  and  particularly  in  the 
Federal  political  arena.  That  result 
may  be  indecisive,  bat  it  is  expected 
to  give  an  indication,  and  a  fairly 
strong  one,  of  the  present  trend  of 
^litical  thought.  What  everyone  is 
interested  to  learn  it  how  far  public 
opinion  will  consolidate  the  fsrmers' 
place  in  politics  now  they  have  been 
given  a  fair  trial.

The  Government  of  Canada  also 

has  had  tome  experience  with  public 
operation  of  merchant  ships.  It  has 
been  just  as  unfortunate  in  this  expe- 
rience as  the  Governmetit  of  the  rr 
public.  A  government  may  be  all 
very  well  in  its  place,  hatlhe  place  is 
not  that  of  doing  business  in  oppr.si 
tion  to  privately  operated  concerns. 
Given  a  asonopoly  in  anything,  such 

as  that  of  rnllertind-,  transporting 
and  distributing  letters  and  parcels, 
a  government  sceml  to  give  a  certain 
aiiiiinnf  of  satisfaction,  probaMy  he- 
cause  a  monopoly  prevents  any  pos- 
sibility of  comparisons.  The  Cana- 
dian Gfivernmenf,  realizing;  the  force 
of  a  transparent  situation,  is  going  to 
sell  some  -of  its  ships.  The  public 
would  give  a  sigh  of'  relief  if  the 

Government  decided  to  sell  them  all. 
•     •  • 

However,  there  may  be  some  hope 
for  the  United  States  ships.  The 
largest  of  them  doing  butiiness  <>n  ilie 
Atlantic  are  going  to  have  daily 
newspapers,  which  may  prove  the  one 
thing  needed  to  make  the  vessels  pay. 
The  venture  is  going  to  be  one  for 
private  enterprise,  for  which  again 
the  taxpayers  ought  to  be  thankful 
The  job  of  making  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished upon  land  a  "paying  proposi- 
tion" is  a  hard  one.  and  it  «hould  he 
a  still  more  difficult  task  when  pub- 
lication is  upon  the  water.  A  money- 
losing  newspaper  published  upon  a 
money-lo«ing  ship,  the  loser  being 
the  taxpa>er.  would  be  most  depretn- 
ing  things  for  a  government  to  con- 
template. Probably  the  tone  of  the 
newspaper  might  prove  very  depress- 
ing, too,  at  time*  when  the  stormy

Many  Inganloua  bralag  have  busted 
themaalvaa  with  tbe  prohlem  of  con- 
trolling railway  trsfflc  sinea  the  (pos- 
nlhly  niytlilcal)  p.  i-;  l.ild  the  Youn- 
'itlon  nf  modern  signalling  by  at- 
'  hing  a  cord  to  a  "semaphone" .  so 
iiiat  ha  could  operate  It  from  a  dis- 
tance. But  nothing  le  more  In- 
ganloua than  the  aystam  whereby  a 
handftol  of  men  In  a  telephone  room 
can  direct  train  movements  over  the 
whole  of  a  main  line.  Control  of 
this  type  Is  now  a  daily  feature  of 
British  railway  trafflc,  although  not 
one  passenger  In  ten  thouaaod  haa 
ever  heard  of  the  aystam. 

Ita  most  perfected  form  is  to  be

foritiaiive  laniern-talk.  thanked  Dr.

I>f.  .MacK.ichern  .spi.Ue  rapidly,  and 
In  an  hour  atid  a  lialf  rovered  a  tre- 
mendoua  field  In  the  actlvltlea  of  the 
Victorian  Order.  BeginalBg  with  the 
inauguration  of  the  work  la  ll»7, 
whan  It  waa  started  as  a  eommsmer- 
atioa  of  the  daasoad  Jubilee  of 
Queen  Victoria,  he  brought  the  story 
down  to  the  present.  He  went  even 
further  by  touching  on  the  needa  of 
the  futnie  The  work  had  been  be- 
gun t  Weill  \  fU  e  years  ago  with  a 
view  to  a  l  i  I  Injf  suffering  among 
the  women  and  clilldren  in  the  rural 
parts  of  Canada  who  could  not  get 
proper  medical  and  nuralng  care.  The 
apie'ndid  reaulta  of  the  organised 
nuralng  ayatam  had  not  aaly  shown 
the  uaafulneaa  of  the  work,  but  had 
called  attaaUoa  to  the  aeed  of  ita 
extension. 

It  was  at  the  Instance  of  the 
Countess  of  Mlnto  that  cottage  hos- 
pitals had  been  founded  In  connec- j 
'I. Ml  with  the  Order,  and  it  was  also 
•  I  to  her  efforta  that  an  endowment 
fund  ot  $112,701  had  been  raiaed; 
In  1»1S  a  further  endowment  of 
t2Sl.t(0  had  been  raissd  by  popular 
subscription:  between  1*1«-1»21  the 
aum  of  150,000  had  been  secured  for 
the  Executive  Council.  Hut  the  work 
had  KTfjwn  more  than  the  tinances. 
the  war  having  c.illed  attention  to 
the  importance  of  phs.-tical  fitness  to 
such  an  extent  that  numerous  other 
organizations,  governmental,  muni- 
cipal and  voluntary,  had  become  la- 
tareated  in  carrying  on  public  health 
nnntfag  thronghout  Canada,  this  re- 
auttlag  la  a  diaperaal  of  tha  vohin- 
tary  fitnda. 

Order  .Not  t  mierstood 
I  have  found  that  many  of  tha 
people  of  Canada  even  today  do  not 
know  what  the  Vietortan  Order  of 
Norsss  is."  aald  Dr.  MacEachern.  He 
waa  glad  to  aay  that,  following  the 
example  of  the  (Jountees  of  Aberdeen, 
the   Countess   of    Mlnto.    I.ady  (Jray. 
and  the  iHjrhes.^  of  i 'on  n.i  light ,  Ijidy 
Hyng  was  taking  a  great  Interest  in 
the   Order.     In  the  laat  twenty-flvs 
years  th«  Order  had  aocumuitaM.a 
great  deal  of  information  on  puhiio 
health  mattera.  and  It  had  Maraed 
that    there    waa    a    great  deal 
more    arork    to    be    done    in  thla 
reapeet  than  the  Government  bodies 
or    the    voluntary    aocietlee  could 
overtake.       He     had     been  asked 
why       the       \'lctorlan       order  dfd 
not     leave     the     field     and     let  the 
Covernment  or  municipal  bodies  look 
after  the  public  health.    But  the  Vic- 
torian Order  has  been  the  pioneer  In 
thla  work  In  Canada;  It  had  Its  or- 
ganisation c<>mplata:  tt  had  sxpeH- 
ence  and  It  Intended  to  continue  to 
serve  the  public  as  long  as  the  need 
remained.

fsre.  acting  in  capacity  in  many  In 
atancea  aa  aehool  nurae.  bat  she  was 
powerful  factor  in  Canadtanising 
tha  temlgraat.  geveral  ptetaree  of 
the  ^%!teriaa  Order  aarse  in  the  poor 
boasae  of  aome  of  the  Southern  Euro- 
peea  asttlers  In  the  Canadian  prairies 
were  shown.  In  many  of  these 
hnmea  the  mother  was  vlalted  daily 
during  I'onnnement.  and  received 
lessons  In  the  csre  of  the  baby.  The 
Victorian  ord»>r  nurse  also  taught 
mfihe-rriifi  I'lctaros  Were  ehown 
of  iittu  dauaht«ra  laanUag  how  to 
bathe  and  weigh  aad  fseg  tha.  tiny 
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iiowever.  Today  there  ware  but  tIS 
public  health  nurssa  la  tha  Domlnloa.
